Another Pioneer Gone

James Rippee was born in
Monroe county, Ind., July 5,
1830, and died at his home 3
miles north of Manstield June
18, 1915, at 3:30 p.m., lacking
only a few days of being =3 years
of age. He had heen confined to
his bed for 91 days, but bore
his sufferings with much pa-
tience and fortitude,

Rev, Pleasant Davis conducted
the funeral from the residence
Monday afternoon, interment
in the Newton cemetery,
Deceased was a pioneer resi-
dent of Wright county, coming
to this vicinity with his parents
in 1837 and Jocating on a farm
near the Gasconade where he
spent the remainder of his life
with the exception of a short
time spent in North Missouri.

He was twice married, both
wives having preceded him in
death, He was the father of

three children, all of whom are
living: Bettie—Mvrs. T, J. Rip-
pee; John, and Louisa—Murs, J,
P. Newton,
He was converted in 1398 and
lived a consistent Christian life,
Deceased was one of the old-
est and best citizens and was a
factor in the development of the
country from the wilderness of
1837 to the productive lands of
1915, To him and his contem-
poraries is due the splendid
achievements this country has
made,
